Tho In- 
fanterie Kaserne is partly occupied by German civilians and also serves 
as a headquarters for the komendatura and an MVD detachnent. Some rart 
of this Kaserne is also used officers yorking at the Primaburg mini- 
tions plant situated between Gustrow and Teterow.
